A company has been oi - 
ganizedal San Francisco hy .lohuTreud- 
well for the luirpose of wruking these 
mines and work was eomineiiceil there 
this sniiimer. \ railroad of three miles 
will land the coal from the mines to 
wharves where ships of any size can be 
floated. The bay is very shallow, ami 
it b necessary to run out a louu distance 
in order to obttiin water to float large 
vessels. Coal Harbor is a huge and jier- 
fectly safe Imy for vessels, of any size, 
being land-locked on all sides and safe 
from storms from any direction. The 
discovery of these coal beds, if they 
turn out to be as good as they are now 
thought to be, is one of the greatest dis- 
coveries yet made in Alaska. — Alaska 
Free Press.

Mr. K. .Vatliison, siiperiiitendent of 
the deaf aud dumb instil ule, licllevillo, 
Out., arrived on the I.slander last ni^ht, ' 
and left for the .Smind ihi.s niorumg. ,/ 
Mr, Matliisoii is one of Oiilario's oldest i- 
journalists, havinj^' been publisher of 
several jouriiaU in Weslcrii Onlariu. 
In LSTl ho was appointfil to bis present 
position by the OnUu-in governinent, and 
lias since managed the Belleville insti- 
tute with ahiiudaul success. His trip 
to the coasl is one of pleasure, and tho 
past three weeks have been spent in 
X'ancouver, whore a son of Mr. Mutlii- 
son's is residing, 

111 conver.sadou with a ('ol.oNIsr 
reprcsenlulive last evening Mr. Matlii- 
son stated Ihuttho Belleville institutohas 
uow u regular atteiulaiiceof 'i40 pupils — 
140 boys and UK) girls, the teaching 
stafl' numbering thirteen. The cost of 
the institution jinnually. - was I^O.OOO, ' 
contributed by the govornnient, the 
cost per pupil being 8107 to ffUM a year. 
The pnpils are given a gtsid eoniin in 
Hcliool education, uud the boy.s taught 
trades — shooiuaking and carpentering 
and farming. The girls are instructed ' 
in dresamaking and tailoring, and tho j 
manugemeut of the aewiug machine, the 
school containing all the makes of ma- ^ 
chines in. use in Canada. 

There was also an articulation class, 
wdiere tho deaf and dumb were taught 
to speak uud to read tho lips. All deaf 
mutes cannot be taught to hpeak, und 
ill the school only forty could do so. 
Those who were mute because of 
inherited deufue.sa could always 
be so taught, and a few 
of the brighter class among 
tbe deaf iiiutes, when taught to speak, 
half of the disuhilily was always re- 
moved, for written iiuealioiis could be 
readily answered, in lip reading num- 
bers of pu[iils were wonderfully expert. 
The school also eonlains an art class, 
where boys aud girls lire taught draw- 
ing und painting, for which some uf 
till in showed great talent. The girls 
were also iiiHlructud in all kinds of fancy 
work. 

.Mr. Malliisoii said that Professor 
Hell, of telephouo fame, had ventured 
tho a.sHertion that by the inlerinurriugo 
of ([eaf mutes in the course of time 
there would be a race of that class of 
individuals. An endeavor had and is 
being made at the present time to 
secure statisticN on this bead. .So far ns 
the llelleville school was concerned, out 
of the ,S()(I or 0(X) scholars who bad 
been educaliid there, only one was the 
oHspriiig of deaf mutes. Tho greater 
number of allecled children were so be- 
cause of ili.iea.Hii, while many were the 
result of inler-marriag't bet ween cousins. 
■So fur as .Mr. .Matbison can learn from 
careful inipiiry, tbe oH'spring of deaf 
mutes are not ulllicted by their parents' 
ullliction. The statisticH of Ainericaii . 
institutions also lead .id. the sumo con- 
clusion, piwase and ihc marriage of 
near rclationaaro the oliicf causes for 
producing defective youth. 

.Mr. Matiiison was grieved lo learn 
that the Victoria institute, started bv 
.Ml. .Vshcroft, had been disuouthmod, 
and hoped that an oirort would bu made 
to lesuseitute it. Among the human 
family there were none who reijuired 
greater Hymputby tliuii those who were 
deprived of speaking and heuriiiK pow- 
ers, and their unhappy lot could only 
be lighleiied tlirougli means of scIiouIa 
for their special iiLslrtlctioii, He there-

If a 
inan'a moral sense ia not delicate, if he 
iloea not almost instinctively «!iriiik 
from doing what he belimca to be 
W.rong, he cannot bo trusted very far. 
A mau or woman ias fallen pretty low 
in the uioral scale when ho or she 
atopa to calculate the consequences of 
vvrong-doing. It is said that the woman 
who hesit'itca is lost, and we have a 
notion that tlie man who onleulales is 
almost if not altogether iu tho wime un- 
happy position. When n man s'lys to 
himself ".shall I steal or shall I not 
steal," and begins to reckon up the 
(•bailees of being found nut and pun- 
ished, he iii.iy ili'peiid u]ioii il that he 
(inly wants the opportunity to be a 
Ihief. 

Right-doing and wrong-doing uro 
alKivo Hud beyoud all consideration of 
consequences. The mother who gives 

lier daya and her nights to the cire of 
her child, who sacritices lu>r own plea.-- 
uro aud comfort for its .sake, iloes not 
do it because she eonsidors it beat for 
herself and her baby thai she should 
deyote herself to its care. She docs 
what is right because she can hardly 
help herself. It would be again;:! her 
nature to do otherwise. .So with llie 
honest man who is tiui-tfd with the 
care of aiKJtiu r iinin's iiKUiey ; he does 
not refrain from appropriating it to hia 
own use because he calculates it would 
be dangerous for him to steal it, 
and that he would bo u "fool" 
if ho were mil faithful to hia 
trust. He is faithtul because 
it is his duly til I"-- laillitul. He is lioii- 
cat hocauae it has become hia nalure to 
be honest. He does right because it is 
right. It was Horace Ciireelcy, we think, 
who said that a go'id man would do 
right even it it wer(( [ajssilile to blot 
Deity out of e.xiateiiee. If there were 
no bettor rule lor right doing and no 
atrongor check to wrong doing than 
mere policy, the world would be in a 
very bad way. When keeping in tho 
path of virtue and avoiding the broad 
way that leads to destruction beeonie 
iiiattera of more calculation the 
distinction between siituu and vice, 
goodness and liadiichH, will mil, wo feat, 
be very wide. The education of the moral 
sense is n difficult business, but it does 
uot go very far nor will it aceoiiipliali 
very much if its highest aim is to show 
a uiau that ho ia a "fool" if he does 
wrong.
